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LECTURE  TERM  BEGINS  SEPT.  1,  1874,  ENDS  DEC.  22, 1874. 


The  Albany  Medical  College  forms  now  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  Union  University.  This  new  relation  assumed  in  1873, 
by  virtue  of  appropriate  legislative  action,  and  the  concurrence 
of  the  several  Boards  of  Trustees  of  the  Law  and  Medical 
Schools  and  the  Dudley  Observatory  at  Albany,  and  of  Union 
College  at  Schenectady,  will,  it  is  believed,  add  to  the  complete- 
ness and  efficiency  of  each  of  these  educational  and  scientific 
institutions. 

The  principle  underlying  this  union  is  that  each  institution 
shall  seek  "  to  advance  the  well  being  of  all,  and  all  to  cooperate 
for  the  well  being  of  each." 

Its  legitimate  result,  so  far  as  regards  this  College,  will  be 
growth,  enlarged  facilities  for  instruction,  and  abundant  oppor- 
tunities for  a  complete  and  thorough  medical  education. 


LOCATION. 

It  is  evident  that  for  the  successful  working  of  Medical 
Schools  they  should  be  located  in  large  cities.  In  this  respect 
Albany  affords  advantages  not  surpassed  by  any  other  city.  It 
is  easily  accessible  by  numerous  converging  railroads;  its  popu- 
lation numbers  nearly  100,000,  and  its  manufacturing  establish- 
ments are  numerous  and  extensive.    In  so  large  and  busy  a  city 
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there  is  never  any  lack  of  material  for  the  illustration  of  clin- 
ical medicine,  surgery  or  practical  anatomy. 

HOSPITAL  ADVANTAGES. 

No  medical  institution  is  complete  without  the  facilities  which 
a  large  hospital  affords  for  the  study  and  observation  of  disease 
in  all  its  forms  and  stages. 

The  Albany  Hospital,  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  and  the 
Dispensary  are  in  close  proximity  to  the  College,  and  by  reg- 
ulation of  their  governing  boards,  are  made  available  for  clinical 
purposes  to  all  its  students. 

Three  or  more  Clinical  Lectures  are  given  weekly  and  all  the 
surgical  operations  of  importance  are  performed  before  the  class 
in  the  admirably  lighted  amphitheatre  of  the  hospital. 

The  Faculty  are  well  aware  of  the  value  of  Clinical  Instruc- 
tion to  the  medical  student  and  endeavor  to  make  this  an  espe- 
cial feature  of  the  course. 

A  large  addition  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  to  the 
Hospital  building  and  it  now  provides  beds  for  150  patients. 
Over  4000  cases  were  treated  at  the  Dispensary  and  over  500 
cases  at  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  during  the  past  year. 

The  appointments  to  positions  in  the  Hospital  as  house  physi- 
cian and  surgeon  and  assistant  and  apothecary  are  annually 
made  and  are  competed  for  by  members  of  the  graduating  class. 

COLLEGE  BUILDING,  MUSEUM,  ETC. 

The  College  building,  situated  on  Eagle  street,  is  a  fine,  large 
edifice,  well  appointed  in  its  lecture  rooms,  chemical  laboratory 
dissecting  rooms  and  library. 

The  Museum  is  especially  rich  in  its  anatomical  preparations. 
It  contains  the  valuable  morbid  specimens  accumulated  by  the 
lateDrs.  March  and  McNaughton,  and  the  extensive  collections 
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of  Profs.  Armsby  and  Haskins.  This  Museum  is  unequalled 
in  the  variety  and  rarity  of  its  Pathological  specimens. 

Additions  are  constantly  made  to  it  and  it  is  well  arranged 
and  classified  for  study  and  illustration. 

Reference  may  also  be  here  made  to  the  large  collection  of 
wax,  papier  mache  and  plaster  models  contained  in  the  Museum 
for  the  illustration  of  comparative  and  human  anatomy  and  for 
pathological  studies. 

The  Library  of  the  College  contains  nearly  5000  volumes  and 
arrangements  are  being  made  for  its  constant  increase.  A  por- 
tion known  as  the  students'  department  is  appropriated  for  their 
use  during  the  term. 

CHEMICAL  AND  TOXICOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  working  Laboratory  is  open  during  the  entire  year. 
Students  are  received  singly  or  in  classes  for  practical  instruc- 
tion in  the  various  branches  of  Chemical  Analysis  and  Medical 
Chemistry.  Special  opportunities  are  furnished  in  this  depart- 
ment to  those  desirous  of  extending  their  knowledge  in  these 
directions. 

The  Laboratory  is  well  lighted  and  conveniently  arranged. 
Each  student  has  a  desk  and  chemicals  for  his  own  use,  and  is 
supplied  with  all  necessary  apparatus.  During  the  lecture 
course  the  Laboratory  classes  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere 
with  the  lectures  and  other  college  exercises. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

Great  attention  is  paid  to  the  study  of  Anatomy  and  the 
utmost  efforts  are  made  to  keep  the  dissecting  rooms  abundantly 
supplied  with  material.  All  legitimate  work  in  this  department, 
such  as  the  making  of  postmortem  examinations  —  the  injection 
of  cadavers  for  preservation  —  the  injection  of  minute  tissues 
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for  microscopical  studies  —  the  mounting  of  skeletons  and  the 
preparation  of  dry  specimens  is  taught  and  exhibited  under  the 
direction  of  the  Professor  in  this  department,  and  the  Demon- 
strator. 

THE  METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  aim  of  the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  course  practical,  useful 
and  scientific.  It  does  this  by  combining  with  didactic  lectures, 
clinical  lectures,  recitations,  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  and 
dissecting  room  and  by  the  examination  and  diagnosis  by  students 
of  cases  assigned  them  and  by  reports  and  criticisms  of  the  same 
by  the  class  and  the  professors. 

The  study  of  minute  anatomy  in  the  first  instance  by  micro- 
scopes is  aided  by  illustrations  before  the  class  by  means  of 
improved  cameras  with  oxyhydrogen  lights.  A  photographic 
gallery  has  recently  been  erected  and  furnished,  connected  with 
the  Hospital,  in  which  specimens  of  healthy  and  morbid  minute 
tissues  are  photographed  from  nature  upon  glass  and  subsequently 
used  for  class  illustrations.  A  set  of  Dr.  Woodward's  celebrated 
slides,  made  at  the  United  States  Army  Medical  Museum, 
Washington,  has  been  added  to  the  already  large  collection  now 
in  possession  of  the  College.

The  student  is  recommended,  for  the  better  appreciation  of 
lectures  and  as  forming  the  nucleus  of  his  future  library,  to 
provide  himself  with  at  least  one  good  text  book  in  each  depart- 
ment ;  the  following  are  suggested  :

FEES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  matriculation  fee  is  $5.00.  The  fee  for  a  full  course  of 
one  year,  $100.  Perpetual  ticket  $150.  Demonstrator's  ticket 
$5.    Laboratory  ticket  $10. 

The  graduation  fee  is  $25,  which  must  be  paid  to  the  Regis- 
trar before  the  candidate  can  be  admitted  to  an  examination. 

Students  are  requested  to  register  their  names  in  the  album 
of  the  College,  and  take  out  the  tickets,  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible  after  their  arrival  in  the  city. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at 
other  medical  institutions  will  be  required  to  pay  $25,  and  the 
matriculation  fee. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at 
this  College  will  be  required  to  pay  only  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  institution  have  perpetual  free  admission. 
Graduates  of  other  medical  schools  will  be  admitted  by  paying 
the  matriculation  fee. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  exhibit 
certificates  from  a  physician  or  surgeon,  duly  authorized  by 
law  to  practice  his  profession,  that  he  has  studied  medicine  and 
surgery  under  his  instructions  during  a  term  of  three  years. 
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He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  one  ot 
which  must  have  been  at  this  institution. 
He  must  be  of  good  moral  character. 

He  must  deliver  to  the  Registrar,  six  weeks  before  the  end 
of  the  term,  a  Thesis,  written  by  himself,  on  some  medical 
subject,  and  be  prepared  to  defend  it  at  his  examination. 

He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  several 
branches  of  medicine  and  surgery. 

Final  examinations  will  be  conducted  chiefly  in  writing,  by 
a  series  of  questions  on  the  different  branches  taught,  and  are 
intended  to  be  thorough  but  just  to  the  student. 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  is  required,  and  certificates 
of  actual  attendance,  only,  given  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

PRIZES.  y 

Two  prizes  have  been  instituted  during  the  present  year  and 
are  hereby  announced  as  follows  : 

I.  The  Alumni  Association  Prize  of  thirty  dollars  founded 
by  the  President  of  the  Association  for  the  best  Anatomical 
or  Surgical  preparation,  to  be  deposited  in  the  Museum  of  the 
College.  This  prize  is  open  for  competition  to  any  student  of 
the  College. 

II.  The  Faculty  Prize  of  thirty  dollars  for  the  best  thesis,  by 
any  member  of  the  graduating  class. 

The  Faculty  and  Curators  and  the  President  of  the  Alumni 
Association  are  the  Committee  to  decide  in  the  matter  of  the 
above  prizes. 

LECTURE  TERMS. 

The  regular  term  or  course  of  lectures  in  the  Albany  Medical 
College  begins  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  in  each  year 
and  continues  sixteen  weeks. 
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Five  or  more  lectures  are  given  daily  during  the  term  with  the 
exception  of  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  Medical  and  Ophthalmic 
Cliniques  are  held  each  Wednesday  at  the  Hospital  and  a 
general  Surgical  Clinique  each  Saturday  morning. 

SPRING  TERM. 

For  the  purpose  of  affording  students  still  greater  facilities 
and  increased  opportunities  for  the  study  of  medicine,  the 
Faculty  announce  that  they  have  instituted  a  spring  course  of  lec- 
tures at  the  College  and  Hospital  to  begin  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  March  and  to  continue  eight  weeks. 

Two  or  more  lectures  will  be  given  daily  and  the  usual 
cliniques  will  be  continued.  Attendance  upon  this  spring  term 
is  optional  with  the  student.  Those  not  holding  perpetual 
tickets  will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $5,  which  is  intended  to 
meet  the  incidental  expenses  attending  the  same.  Laboratory 
and  dissecting  room  studies  can  be  pursued  with  great  advan- 
tage' during  the  spring  term  and  special  subjects  of  a  practical 
character  which  could  not  well  be  introduced  in  the  regular 
course  will  be  treated  of  and  studied. 

It  is  believed  that  the  spring  course  hereby  announced  will 
be  profitable  to  the  student. 

EXPENSES  OF  LIVING. 

The  expenses  of  living  in  Albany  are  about  the  same  as  in 
other  cities  of  equal  size  \  good  board  can  be  obtained  at  from  $4 
to  $6  per  week,  other  expenses  must  of  course  depend  upon  the 
habits  of  the  student.

The  next  Spring  Term  begins  April  4,  1876. 
The  next  Fall  Term  begins  September  5,  1876. 

The  Albany  Medical  College  forms  now  the  Medical  Department 
of  Union  University.  This  new  relation  assumed  in  1873,  by  virtue 
of  appropriate  legislative  action,  and  the  concurrence  of  the  several 
Boards  of  Trustees  of  the  Law  and  Medical  Schools  and  the  Dudley 
Observatory  at  Albany,  and  of  Union  College  at  Schenectady,  will,  it 
is  believed,  add  to  the  completeness  and  efficiency  of  each  of  these 
educational  and  scientific  institutions. 

LOCATION. 

It  is  evident  that  for  the  successful  working  of  Medical  Schools  they 
should  be  located  in  large  cities.  In  this  respect  Albany  affords  ad- 
vantages not  surpassed  by  any  other  city.  It  is  easily  accessible  by 
numerous  converging  rail  roads :  its  population  numbers  nearly 
100,000,  and  its  manufacturing  establishments  are  numerous  and  ex- 
tensive. In  so  large  and  busy  a  city  there  is  never  any  lack  of 
material  for  the  illustration  of  Clinical  medicine,  surgery  or  practical 
anatomy. 

HOSPITAL  ADVANTAGES. 

No  medical  institution  is  complete  without  the  facilities  which  a 
large  hospital  affords  for  the  study  and  observation  of  disease  in  all 
its  forms  and  stages. 

The  Albany  Hospital,  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  and  the  Dispens- 
ary are.  in  close  proximity  to  the  College,  and  by  regulation  of  their 
governing  boards,  are  made  available  for  clinical  purposes  to  all  its 
students. 

Three  or  more  Clinical  Lectures  are  given  weekly  and  all  the  surgi- 
cal operations  of  importance  are  performed  before  the  class  in  the 
admirably  lighted  amphitheatre  of  the  hospital. 

The  Faculty  are  well  aware  of  the  value  of  Clinical  Instruction  to 
the  medical  student  and  endeavor  to  make  this  an  especial  feature  of 
the  course. 
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COLLEGE  BUILDING,  MUSEUM,  ETC. 

The  College  building,  situated  on  Eagle  street,  is  a  fine,  large  edi- 
fice, well  appointed  in  its  lecture  rooms,  chemical  laboratory,  dissecting 
room  and  library. 

The  Museum  is  especially  rich  in  its  anatomical  preparations.  It 
contains  the  valuable  morbid  specimens  accumulated. by  the  lateDrs. 
March  and  McNaughton,  and  the  extensive  collections  of  Profs. 
Armsby  and  Haskins.  This  Museum  is  unequalled  in  the  variety  and 
rarity  of  its  Pathological  specimens. 

Reference  may  also  be  here  made  to  the  large  collection  of  wax 
papier  mache  and  plaster  models  contained  in  the  Museum,  for  the 
illustration  of  comparative  and  human  anatomy  and  for  pathological 
studies. 

The  Library  of  the  College  contains  nearly  5000  volumes  and  ar- 
rangements are  being  made  for  its  constant  increase.  A  portion 
known  as  the  student's  department  is  appropriated  for  their  use  dur- 
ing the  term. 

CHEMICAL  AND  TOXICOLOGIC AL  LABORATORY. 

The  working  Laboratory  is  open  during  the  entire  year.  Students 
are  received  singly  or  in  classes  for  practical  instruction  in  the  vari- 
ous branches  of  Chemical  Analysis  and  Medical  Chemistry.  Special 
opportunities  are  furnished  in  this  department  to  those  desirous  of 
extending  their  knowledge  in  these  directions. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

Great  attention  is  paid  to  the  study  of  Anatomy  and  the  utmost 
efforts  are  made  to  keep  the  dissecting  rooms  abundantly  supplied  with 
material.  All  legitimate  work  in  this  department,  such  as  the  making 
of  postmortem  examinations  —  the  injection  of  cadavers  for  preserva- 
tion—  the  injection  of  minute  tissues  for  microscopical  studies  —  the 
mounting  of  skeletons  and  the  preparation  of  dry  specimens,  is  taught 
and  exhibited  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  in  this  department, 
and  the  Demonstrator. 

THE  METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  aim  of  the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  course  practical,  useful  and 
scientific.  It  does  this  by  combining  with  didactic  lectures,  clinical 
.lectures,  recitations,  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  and  dissecting1 
room  and  by  the  examination  and  diagnosis  by  students  of  cases 
assigned  them  and  by  reports  and  criticisms  of  the  same  by  the  class 
and  the  professors. 

FEES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  matriculation  fee  is  $5.  The  fee  for  a  full  course  of  one  year. 
$100.  Perpetual  ticket  $150.  Demonstrator's  ticket  $5.  Laboratory 
ticket  $10. 
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The  graduation  fee  is  $25,  which  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar 
before  the  candidate  can  be  admitted  to  an  examination. 

Students  are  requested  to  register  their  names  in  the  album  of  the 
College,  and  take  out  the  tickets,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  after 
their  arrival  in  the  city. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  other 
medical  institutions  will  be  required  to  pay  $25,  and  the  matricula- 
tion fee. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  this 
College  will  be  required  to  pay  only  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  institution  have  perpetual  free  admission.  Gra- 
duates of  other  medical  schools  will  be  admitted  by  paying  the  matri- 
culation fee. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

On  and  after  September  1,  1876,  all  students  entering  this  institu- 
tion will  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  equivalent  to  the  aca- 
demical examination  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  or  to  show  a  certificate  of  attendance  upon  or  graduation  from 
some  High  School  or  Academy  under  control  of  that  Board.  The 
examination  will  be  conducted  both  orally  and  in  writing. 

Graduates  from  recognized  Colleges,  Scientific  Schools  or  Medical 
Institutions,  will  not  be  required  to  pass  this  examination  on  joining 
the  school. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  exhibit  cer- 
tificates from  a  physician  or  surgeon,  duly  authorized  bylaw  to  prac- 
tice his  profession,  that  he  has  studied  medicine  and  surgery  under 
his  instructions  during  a  term  of  three  years. 

He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  one  of  which 
must  have  been  at  this  institution. 

He  must  be  of  good  moral  character. 

He  must  deliver  to  the  Registrar,  six  weeks  before  the  end  of  the 
term,  a  Thesis,  written  by  himself,  on  some  medical  subject,  and  be 
prepared  to  defend  it  at  his  examination. 

He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  several  branches  of 
medicine  and  surgery. 

Final  examinations  will  be  conducted  chiefly  in  writing,  by  a  series 
of  questions  on  the  different  branches  taught,  and  are  intended  to  be 
thorough  but  just  to  the  student. 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  is  required,  and  certificates  of 
actual  attendance,  only,  given  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

PRIZES. 

Three  prizes  have  been  instituted  and  are  hereby  announced : 
I.  The  Alumni  Association  Prize  of  thirty  dollars  in  gold,  founded 
by  Prof.  Henry  D.  Didama,  Ex-President  of  the  Association,  for  the 
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best  Anatomical  or  Surgical  preparation,  to  be  deposited  in  the  Mu- 
seum of  the  College.  This  prize  is  open  for  competition  to  any  stu- 
dent of  the  College. 

II.  The  Faculty  Prize  of  twenty-five  dollars,  in  gold,  to  be  awarded 
to  the  student  who  shall  stand  highest  in  the  general  examination  for 
graduation. 

III.  The  Curator's  Prize  of  twenty  dollars,  in  gold,  for  the  best 
Thesis  by  any  member  of  the  graduating  class. 

T;  e  Faculty  and  Curators  and  the  President  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation are  the  Committee  to  decide  in  the  matter  of  the  above  prizes. 

SPRING  TERM. 

A  spring  course  of  lectures  will  begin  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April 
next  and  continue  eight  weeks. 

Two  or  more  lectures  will  be  given  daily  and  the  usual  Wednesday, 
Friday  and  Saturday  cliniques  will  be  continued.  Attendance  upon 
this  spring  term  is  optional  with  the  student.  Those  not  holding 
term  tickets  will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $5,  which  is  intended  to 
meet  the  incidental  expenses  attending  the  same.  Laboratory  and 
dissecting  room  studies  can  be  pursued  with  great  advantage  during 
the  spring  term  and  special  subjects  of  a  practical  character  which 
could  not  well  be  introduced  in  the  regular  course  will  be  treated  of 
and  studied. 

LECTURE  TERMS. 

The  regular  term  or  course  of  lectures  in  the  Albany  Medical 
College  begins  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  in  each  year  and 
continues  sixteen  weeks. 

Five  or  more  lectures  are  given  daily  during  the  term  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  Medical  and  Ophthalmic  Clin- 
iques are  held  each  "W  ednesday  and  Friday  at  the  Hospital  and  a 
general  Surgical  clinique  each  Saturday  morning. 

EXPENSES  OF  LIVING. 

The  expenses  of  living  in  Albany  are  about  the  same  as  in  other 
cities  of  equal  size ;  good  board  can  be  obtained  at  from  $4  to  $6  per 
week.  Other  expenses  must  of  course  depend  upon  the  habits  of  the 
student.

Lecture  Term  begins  September  6,  1876,  and  continues  20 
weeks. 

The  Albany  Medical  College  forms  now  the  Medical  Department 
of  Union  University.  This  new  relation  assumed  in  1873,  by  virtue 
of  appropriate  legislative  action,  and  the  concurrence  of  the  several 
Boards  of  Trustees  of  the  Law  and  Medical  Schools  and  the  Dudley 
Observatory  at  Albany,  and  of  Union  College  at  Schenectady,  will,  it 
is  believed,  add  to  the  completeness  and  efficiency  of  each  of  these 
educational  and  scientific  institutions. 

LOCATION. 

It  is  evident  that  for  the  successful  working  of  Medical  Schools  they 
should  be  located  in  large  cities.  In  this  respect  Albany  affords  ad- 
vantages not  surpassed  by  any  other  city.  It  is  easily  accessible  by 
numerous  converging  rail  roads :  its  population  numbers  nearly 
100,000,  and  its  manufacturing  establishments  are  numerous  and  ex- 
tensive. In  so  large  and  busy  a  city  there  is  never  any  lack  of 
material  for  the  illustration  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery  or  practical 
anatomy. 

HOSPITAL  ADVANTAGES. 

No  medical  institution  is  complete  without  the  facilities  which 
large  hospitals  afford  for  the  study  and  observation  of  disease  in  all 
its  forms  and  stages. 

The  Albany  Hospital  and  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  together  with  the 
Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and  the  Dispensaries  connected  with  each,  are, 
by'^the  regulations  of  their  governing  boards,  made  available  for 
clinical  purposes  to  all  its  students. 

Three  or  more  Clinical  Lectures  are  given  weekly  and  all  the  surgical 
operations  of  importance  are  performed  before  the  class  in  the  admi- 
rably lighted  amphitheatre  of  the  hospital. 

The  Faculty  are  well  aware  of  the  value  of  Clinical  Instruction  to 
the  medical  student  and  endeavor  to  make  this  an  especial  feature  of 
the  course. 
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The  appointments  to  positions  in  the  Hospital  as  house  physician 
and  surgeon  and  apothecary  are  annually  made  and  are  competed  for 
by  members  of  the  graduating  class. 

COLLEGE  BUILDING,  MUSEUM,  ETC. 

The  College  building,  situated  on  Eagle  street,  is  a  fine,  large  edi- 
fice, well  appointed  in  its  lecture  rooms,  chemical  laboratory,  dissecting 
room  and  library. 

The  Museum  is  especially  rich  in  its  anatomical  preparations.  It 
contains  the  valuable  morbid  specimens  accumulated  by  the  late  Drs. 
March,  McNaughton,  and  Armsby.  This  Museum  is  unequalled  in 
the  variety  and  rarity  of  its  Pathological  specimens. 

Reference  may  also  be  here  made  to  the  large  collection  of  wax, 
papier  mache  and  plaster  models  contained  in  the  Museum,  for  the 
illustration  of  comparative  and  human  anatomy  and  for  pathological 
studies. 

The  Library  of  the  College  contains  nearly  5000  volumes  and  ar- 
rangements are  being  made  for  its  constant  increase.  A  portion 
known  as  the  student's  department  is  appropriated  for  their  use  dur- 
ing the  term. 

CHEMICAL  AND  TOXICOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  working  Laboratory  is  open  during  the  entire  year.  Students 
are  received  singly  or  in  classes  for  practical  instruction  in  the  vari- 
ous branches  of  Chemical  Analysis  and  Medical  Chemistry.  Special 
opportunities  are  furnished  in  this  department  to  those  desirous  of 
extending  their  knowledge  in  these  directions. 

The  Laboratory  is  well  lighted  and  conveniently  arranged.  Each 
student  has  a  desk  and  chemicals  for  his  own  use,  and  is  supplied 
with  all  necessary  apparatus.  During  the  lecture  course  the  Labora- 
tory classes  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  lectures  and 
other  college  exercises. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

Great  attention  is  paid  to  the  study  of  Anatomy  and  the  utmost  ef- 
forts are  made  to  keep  the  dissecting  rooms  abundantly  supplied  with 
material.  All  legitimate  work  in  this  department,  such  as  the  making 
of  post  mortem  examinations  —  the  injection  of  cadavers  for  preserva- 
tion—  the  injection  of  minute  tissues  for  microscopical  studies — the 
mounting  of  skeletons  and  the  preparation  of  dry  specimens,  is  taught 
and  exhibited  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  in  this  department, 
and  the  Demonstrator. 

THE  METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  aim  of  the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  course  practical,  useful  and 
scientific.    It  does  this  by  combining  with  didactic  lectures,  clinical 
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lectures,  recitations,  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  and  dissecting 
room,  and  by  the  examination  and  diagnosis  by  students  of  cases 
assigned  them,  and  by  reports  and  criticisms  of  the  same  by  the  class 
and  the  professors. 

The  study  of  minute  anatomy,  in  the  first  instance  by  microscopes, 
is  aided  by  illustrations  before  the  class  by  means  of  improved  came- 
ras with  oxyhydrogen  lights.  A  photographic  gallery  has  recently 
been  erected  and  furnished,  connected  with  the  hospital,  in  which 
specimens  of  healthy  and  morbid  minute  tissues  are  photographed 
upon  glass  and  subsequently  used  for  class  illustrations.  A  set  of 
Dr.  Woodward's  celebrated  slides,  made  at  the  United  States  Army 
Medical  Museum,  Washington,  has  been  added  to  the  already  large 
collections  now  in  possession  of  the  college.

FEES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  matriculation  fee  is  $5.  The  fee  for  a  full  course  of  one  year, 
$100.  Perpetual  ticket  $150.  Demonstrator's  ticket  $5.  Laboratory 
ticket  $10. 

The  graduation  fee  is  $25,  which  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar 
before  the  candidate  can  be  admitted  to  an  examination. 

Students  are  requested  to  register  their  names  in  the  album  of  the 
College,  and  take  out  the  tickets,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  after 
their  arrival  in  the  city. 
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Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  other 
medical  institutions  will  be  required  to  pay  $25,  and  the  matriculation 
fee. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  this 
College  will  be  required  to  pay  only  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  institution  have  perpetual  free  admission.  Gradu- 
ates of  other  medical  schools  will  be  admitted  by  paying  the  matri- 
culation fee. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

On  and  after  September  1,  1876,  all  students  entering  this  institu- 
tion will  be  required  to  pass  a  preliminary  examination.  The  exami- 
nation will  be  conducted  both  orally  and  in  writing. 

Graduates  from  recognized  Colleges,  Scientific  Schools  or  Medical 
Institutions,  will  not  be  required  to  pass  this  examination  on  joining 
the  school. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  exhibit  cer- 
tificates from  a  physician  or  surgeon,  duly  authorized  by  law  to  prac- 
tice his  profession,  that  he  has  studied  medicine  and  surgery  under 
his  instruction  during  a  term  of  three  years. 

He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  one  of  which 
must  have  been  at  this  institution. 

He  must  be  of  good  moral  character. 

He  must  deliver  to  the  Registrar,  six  weeks  before  the  end  of  the 
term,  a  Thesis,  written  by  himself,  on  some  medical  subject,  and  be 
prepared  to  defend  it  at  his  examination. 

He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  several  branches  of 
medicine  and  surgery. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  on  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and  Chemistry  may  he  examined  on  those 
subjects,  and,  if  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  proficiency  in  them,  will 
be  examined  only  on  the  other  branches  at  the  end  of  their  third  course. 

Final  examinations  will  be  conducted  chiefly  in  writing,  by  a  series 
of  questions  on  the  different  branches  taught,  and  are  intended  to  be 
thorough  but  just  to  the  student. 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  is  required,  and  certificates  of 
actual  attendance,  only,  given  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

PRIZES. 

Three  prizes  have  been  instituted  and  are  hereby  announced  : 
I.  The  Alumni  Association  Prize  of  thirty  dollars  in  gold,  founded 
by  Prof  Henry  D.  Didama,  Ex-President  of  the  Association,  for  the 
best  Anatomical  or  Surgical  preparation,  to  be  deposited  in  the  Mu- 
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seurn  of  the  College.  This  prize  is  open  for  competition  to  any  stu 
dent  of  the  College. 

II.  The  Faculty  Prize  of  twenty-five  dollars,  in  gold,  to  be  awarded 
to  the  student  who  shall  stand  highest  in  the  general  examination  for 
graduation. 

III.  The  Curator's  Prize  of  twenty  dollars,  in  gold,  for  the  best 
Thesis  by  any  member  of  the  graduating  class. 

The  Faculty  and  Curators  and  the  President  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation are  the  Committee  to  decide  in  the  matter  of  the  above  prizes. 

LECTURE  TERMS. 

The  regular  term  or  course  of  lectures  in  the  Albany  Medical 
College  begins  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  in  each  year  and 
continues  twenty  weeks. 

Five  or  more  lectures  are  given  daily  during  the  term  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

CLINICS. 

Medical  and  Ophthalmic  Clinics  will  be  held  each  Wednesday  and 
Friday  at  the  Albany  Hospital  at  11  a.m.  Surgical  Clinics  will  be  held 
at  the  Albany  Hospital,  Saturdays  at  11  a.m.,  and  at  St.  Peter's  Hos- 
pital, Wednesdays  at  1  :  30  p.m. 

'spring  term. 

A  spring  course  of  lectures  will  begin  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April 
next  and  continue  eight  weeks. 

Two  or  more  lectures  will  be  given  daily  and  the  usual  Wednesday, 
Friday  and  Saturday  cliniques  will  be  continued.  Attendance  upon 
this  spring  term  is  optional  with  the  student.  Those  not  holding 
term  tickets  will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $5,  which  is  intended  to 
meet  the  incidental  expenses  attending  the  same.  Laboratory  and 
dissecting  room  studies  can  be  pursued  with  great  advantage  during 
the  spring  term  and  special  subjects  of  a  practical  character,  which 
could  not  well  be  introduced  in  the  regular  course,  will  be  treated  of 
and  studied. 

EXPENSES  OF  LIVING. 

The  expenses  of  living  in  Albany  are  about  the  same  as  in  other 
cities  of  equal  size  ;  good  board  can  be  obtained  at  from  $4  to  $6  per 
week.  Other  expenses  must  of  course  depend  upon  the  habits  of  the 
student.

Lecture  Term  begins  September  4th,  1877,  and  continues  20 

weeks. 

The  Albany  Medical  College  forms  now  the  Medical  Department 
of  Union  University.  This  new  relation  assumed  in  1873,  by  virtue 
of  appropriate  legislative  action,  and  the  concurrence  of  the  several 
Boards  of  Trustees  of  the  Law  and  Medical  Schools  and  the  Dudley 
Observatory  at  Albany,  and  of  Union  College  at  Schenectady,  will,  it 
is  believed,  add  to  the  completeness  and  efficiency  of  each  of  these 
educational  and  scientific  institutions. 

LOCATION. 

It  is  evident  that  for  the  successful  working  of  Medical  Schools  they 
should  be  located  in  large  cities.  In  this  respect  Albany  affords  ad- 
vantages not  surpassed  by  any  other  city.  It  is  easily  accessible  by 
numerous  converging  rail  roads;  its  population  numbers  nearly 
100,000,  and  its  manufacturing  establishments  are  numerous  and  ex- 
tensive. In  so  large  and  busy  a  city  there  is  never  any  lack  of 
material  for  the  illustration  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery  or  practical 
anatomy. 

HOSPITAL  ADVANTAGES. 

No  medical  institution  is  complete  without  the  facilities  which 
large  hospitals  afford  for  the  study  and  observation  of  disease  in  all 
its  forms  and  stages. 

The  Albany  Hospital  and  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  together  with  the 
Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and  the  Dispensaries  connected  with  each,  are, 
by  the  regulations  of  their  governing  boards,  made  available  for 
clinical  purposes  to  all  its  students. 

Three  or  more  Clinical  Lectures  are  given  weekly  and  all  the  sur- 
gical operations  of  importance  are  performed  before  the  class  in  the 
admirably  lighted  amphitheatre  of  the  hospital. 

The  Faculty  are  well  aware  of  the  value  of  Clinical  Instruction  to 
the  medical  student  and  endeavor  to  make  this  an  especial  feature  of 
the  course. 
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The  appointments  to  positions  in  the  Hospital  as  house  physician 
and  surgeon  and  apothecary  are  annually  made  and  are  competed  for 
by  members  ot  the  graduating  class. 

COLLEGE  BUILDING,  MUSEUM,  ETC. 

The  College  building,  situated  on  Eagle  street,  is  a  fine,  large  edi- 
fice well  appointed  in  its  lecture  rooms,  chemical  laboratory,  dissecting 
room  and  library. 

The  Museum  is  especially  rich  in  its  anatomical  preparations.  It 
contains  the  valuable  morbid  specimens  accumulated  by  the  late  Drs. 
March,  McNaughton,  and  Armsby.  This  Museum  is  unequalled  in 
the  variety  and  rarity  of  its  pathological  specimens. 

Reference  may  also  be  here  made  to  the  large  collection  of  wax, 
papier  mache  and  plaster  models  contained  in  the  Museum,  for  the 
illustration  of  comparative  and  human  anatomy  and  for  pathological 
studies. 

The  Library  of  the  College  contain^  nearly  5000  volumes  and  ar- 
rangements are  being  made  for  its  constant  increase.  A  portion 
known  as  the  student's  department  is  appropriated  for  their  use  dur- 
ing the  term. 

CHEMICAL  AND  TOXICOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  working  Laboratory  is  open  during  the  entire  year.  Students 
are  received  singly  or  in  classes  for  practical  instruction  in  the  vari- 
ous branches  of  Chemical  Analysis  and  Medical  Chemistry.  Special 
opportunities  are  furnished  in  this  department  to  those  desirous  of 
extending  their  knowledge  in  these  directions. 

The  Laboratory  is  well  lighted  and  conveniently  arranged.  Each 
student  has  a  desk  and  chemicals  for  his  own  use,  and  is  supplied 
with  all  necessary  apparatus.  During  the  lecture  course  the  Labora- 
tory classes  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  lectures  and 
other  college  exercises. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 

Great  attention  is  paid  to  the  study  of  Anatomy  and  the  dissecting 
rooms  are  kept  abundantly  supplied  with  material.  All  legitimate 
work  in  this  department  ,  such  as  the  making  of  post  mortem  examina- 
tions—  the  injection  of  cadavers  for  preservation  —  the  injection  of 
minute  tissues  for  microscopical  studies  —  the  mounting  of  skeletons 
and  the  preparation  of  dry  specimens,  is  taught  and  exhibited  under 
the  direction  of  the  Professor  in  this  department  and  the  Demonstrator. 

THE  METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  aim  of  the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  course  practical,  useful  and 
scientific.    It  does  this  by  combining  with  didactic  lectures,  clinical 
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lectures,  recitations,  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  and  dissecting 
room,  and  by  the  examination  and  diagnosis  by  students  of  cases 
assigned  them,  and  by  reports  and  criticisms  of  the  same  by  the  class 
and  the  professors. 

The  study  of  minute  anatomy,  in  the  first  instance  by  microscopes, 
is  aided  by  illustrations  before  the  class  by  means  of  improved  came- 
ras with  oxyhydrogen  lights.  A  photographic  gallery  has  recently 
been  erected  and  furnished,  connected  with  the  hospital,  in  which 
specimens  of  healthy  and  morbid  minute  tissues  are  photographed 
upon  glass  and  subsequently  used  for  class  illustrations.  A  set  of 
Dr.  Woodward's  celebrated  slides,  made  at  the  United  States  Army 
Medical  Museum,  Washington,  has  been  added  to  the  already  large 
collections  now  in  possession  of  the  college.

FEES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  matriculation  fee  is  $5.  The  fee  for  a  full  course  of  one  year, 
$100.  Perpetual  ticket,  $150.  Demonstrator's  ticket,  $5.  Laboratory 
ticket,  $10. 

The  graduation  fee  is  $25,  which  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar 
before  the  candidate  can  be  admitted  to  an  examination. 

Students  are  requested  to  register  their  names  in  the  album  of  the 
College,  and  take  out  the  tickets,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  after 
their  arrival  in  the  city. 

Studentswhohaveattended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  othermedi- 
cal  institutions  will  be  required  to  pay  $25,  and  the  matriculation  fee. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  this 
College  will  be  required  to  pay  only  the  matriculation  fee. 

Graduates  of  this  inst'tution  have  perpetual  free  admission.  Gradu- 
ates of  other  medical  schools  will  be  admitted  by  paying  the  matri- 
culation fee. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

All  students  entering  this  institution  will  be  required  to  pass  a 
preliminary  examination.  The  examination  will  be  conducted  both 
orally  and  in  writing. 

Graduates  from  recognized  Colleges,  Scientific  Schools  or  Medical 
Institutions,  will  not  be  required  to  pass  this  examination  on  joining 
the  school. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  exhibit  cer- 
tificates from  a  physician  or  surgeon,  duly  authorized  by  law  to  prac- 
tice his  profession,  that  he  has  studied  medicine  and  surgery  under 
his  instruction  during  a  term  of  three  years. 

He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which 
must  have  been  at  this  institution. 

He  must  be  of  good  moral  character. 

He  must  deliver  to  the  Registrar,  six  weeks  before  the  end  of  the 
term,  a  Thesis,  written  by  himself  on  some  medical  subject,  and  be 
prepared  to  defend  it  at  his  examination. 

He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  several  branches  of 
medicine  and  surgery. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  op  lectures 
on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and  Chemistry  may 
be  examined  on  those  subjects,  and,  ip  giving  satisfactory 
evidence  of  proficiency  in  them,  will  be  examined  only  on 
the  othek  branches  at  the  end  of  tneir  third  course. 

Final  examinations  will  be  conducted  chiefly  in  writing,  by  a  series 
of  questions  on  the  different  branches  taught,  and  are  intended  to  be 
thorough  but  just  to  the  s'udent.

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  is  required,  and  certificates  of 
actual  attendance,  given  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

LECTURE  TERMS. 

The  regular  term  or  course  of  lectures  in  the  Albany  Medical 
College  begins  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  in  each  year  and 
continues  twenty  weeks. 

Six  lectures  are  given  daily  during  the  term  with  the  exception  of 
Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

CLINICS. 

Medical  and  Ophthalmic  and  children's  Clinics  will  be  held  each 
Tuesday,  Wednesda}^,  and  Friday  at  the  Albany  Hospital  at  11  a.m. 
Surgical  clinics  will  be  held  at  the  Albany  Hospital,  Saturdays  at  11 
a.m.,  and  at  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Wednesdays  at  1:30  p.m. 

EXPENSES  OF  LIVING. 

The  expenses  of  living  in  Albany  are  about  the  same  as  in  other 
cities  of  equal  size  ;  good  board  can  be  obtained  at  from  $4  to  $6  per 
week.  Other  expenses  must  of  course  depend  upon  the  habits  of  the 
student.

The  Albany  Medical  College  forms  now  the  Medical  Department 
of  Union  University.  This  new  relation  assumed  in  1873,  by  virtue 
of  appropriate  legislative  action,  and  the  concurrence  of  the  several 
Boards  of  Trustees  of  the  Law  and  Medical  Schools  and  the  Dudley 
Observatory  at  Albany,  and  of  Union  College  at  Schenectady,  adds 
to  the  completeness  and  efficiency  of  each  of  these  institutions. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  Eagle  street,  is  a  fine,  large  edi- 
fice well  appointed  in  its  lecture  rooms,  chemical  laboratory,  dissect- 
ing room  and  library. 

The  location  of  the  College  at  Albany  is  such  as  to  afford  advan- 
tages not  surpassed  by  any  other  city.  In  so  large  and  busy  a  place 
there  is  never  any  lack  of  material  for  the  illustration  of  clinical 
medicine  and  surgery,  and  the  material  for  practical  anatomy  fully 
meets  the  requirements  of  the  classes. 

The  Museum  is  especially  rich  in  its  anatomical  preparations.  It 
contains  the  valuable  morbid  specimens  accumulated  by  the  late  Drs. 
March,  Armsby  and  McNaughton,  and  is  unequalled  in  their  variety 
and  rarity  and  in  its  models.  The  library  of  the  College  contains 
nearly  5,000  volumes,  and  arrangements  are  being  made  for  its  con- 
stant increase. 

The  aim  of  the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  course  practical,  and 
scientific.  This  is  done  by  combining  with  didactic  lectures,  clinical 
lectures,  recitations  and  practical  work  in  the  laboratories  and  dissect- 
ing room  ;  by  the  examination  and  diagnosis,  by  students,  of  cases 
assigned  them,  and  by  reports  and  criticisms  of  the  same  by  the  class 
and  the  professors. 

The  Faculty  are  well  aware  of  the  value  of  Clinical  Instruction  to 
the  medical  student  and,  endeavor  to  make  this  an  especial  feature  of 
the  course. 

The  Albany  Hospital,  St.  Peter's  Hospital  and  the  County  Hospital, 
together  with  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and  the  Dispensaries  con- 
nected with  each,  are,  by  the  regulations  of  their  governing  boards, 
made  available  for  clinical  purposes  to  the  students. 

The  appointments  to  positions  in  the  Hospital  as  house  physician 
and  surgeon  and  apothecary  are  annually  made,  and  are  competed 
for  by  members  of  the  graduating  class. 

Members  of  any  other  department  of  the  University  have  the  right 
to  attend  medical  lectures  without  the  payment  of  additional  fees. 
Undergraduates  intending  to  study  medicine  are  advised  to  pay 
attention  more  especially  to  the  division  of  studies,  as  indicated  in 
the  following  regulation  concerning  Primary  and  Practical  branches. 

Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures 
on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and  Chemistry  may 
be  examined  on  those  subjects,  and,  if  giving  satisfactory 
evidence  of  proficiency  in  them,  will  be  examined  only  on 
the  other  branches  at  the  end  of  their  third  course.

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MEDICAL  REGULATIONS. 

Preliminary  Examination. 

Graduates  from  recognized  Colleges,  Scientific  Schools  or  Medical 
Institutions,  and  those  holding  certificates  of  having  passed  success- 
fully the  Regents'  Examination,  will  not  be  required  to  pass  the  pre- 
liminary examination  on  joining  the  school. 

All  other  students  entering  this  institution  will  be  required  to  pass 
a  preliminary  examination,  equivalent  to  the  Academical  Examina- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  state  of  New  York.  The  exami- 
nation will  be  conducted  both  orally  and  in  writing,  and  the  spelling, 
grammar  and  construction  of  the  writing  will  be  considered. 

Course  of  Instruction.   Anatomy  * 

Is  taught  by  lectures,  recitation  and  demonstration,  dissection 
being  required  before  a  student  can  be  admitted  to  final  exami- 
nation. Great  attention  is  paid  to  study  in  Practical  Anatomy,  under 
the  direction  of  the  professor  and  demonstrator  of  this  department. 

Practical  Chemistry. 

The  Working  Laboratory  for  Practical  Chemistry  is  open 
during  the  entire  year.  Students  are  received  singly  or  in  classes, 
for  instruction  in  Chemical  Analysis  and  Medical  Chemistry.  The 
instruction  given  is  in  harmony  with  the  lectures  on  chemistry  de- 
livered during  the  term,  and  is  so  conducted  as  to  secure  to  the  stu- 
dent a  practical  familiarity  with  the  apparatus,  materials,  processes 
and  reactions  which  are  the  subjects  of  his  professional  study,  and 
which  are  to  be  employed  in  his  subsequent  practice.  With  this 
practical  instruction  is  combined  a  study  of  the  principles  of  theo- 
retical chemistry,  chemical  notation,  nomenclature,  etc. 

The  Laboratory  is  well  lighted  and  conveniently  arranged.  Each 
student  has  a  desk  and  chemicals  for  his  own  use  and  is  supplied 
with  all  necessary  apparatus.  During  the  lecture  course  the  Labo- 
ratory classes  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  lectures 
and  other  college  exercises.  Students  are  urged  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privileges  thus  afforded,  and  if  possible,  during  their  first  course 
of  lectures. 

Pathological  Anatomy  and  Histology. 

The  study  of  minute  anatomy,  in  the  first  instance  by  microscopes, 
is  aided  by  illustrations  before  the  class  by  means  of  improved 
cameras  with  oxyhydrogen  lights.  A  photographic  gallery  is  con- 
nected with  the  hospital,  in  which  specimens  of  healthy  and  morbid 
minute  tissues  are  protographed  upon  glass  and  subsequently  used 
for  class  illustrations.  A  set  of  Dr.  Woodward's  celebrated  slides, 
made  at  the  United  States  Army  Medical  Museum,  Washington,  has 
been  added  to  the  already  large  collections  now  in  possession  of  the 
college.

Requirements  for  Graduation. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  exhibit  certi- 
ficates from  a  physician  or  surgeon,  duly  authorized  by  law  to  practice 
his  profession,  that  he  has  studied  medicine  and  surgery  under  his 
instruction  during  a  term  of  three  years. 

He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of 
which  must  have  been  at  this  institution. 

He  must  be  of  good  moral  character. 

He  must  deliver  to  the  Registrar,  six  weeks  before  the  end  of  the, 
term,  a  Thesis,  written  by  himself  on  some  medical  subject,  and  be 
prepared  to  defend  it  at  his  examination. 

He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  several  branches 
of  medicine  and  surgery. 

Final  examinations  will  be  conducted  chiefly  in  writing,  by  a  series 
of  questions  on  the  different  branches  taught,  and  are  intended  to  be 
thorough  but  just  to  the  student. 
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The  questions  of  the  examination  are  published  in  the  circular 
in  January. 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  is  required,  and  certificates  of 
actual  attendance,  given  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

Fees  and  Expenses. 

All  fees  are  payable  at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  For  matricu- 
lation, five  dollars,  payable  each  year;  for  the  year's  lectures,  one 
hundred  dollars.  Perpetual  lecture  ticket,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures 
at  this  college,  will  be  required  to  pay  only  the  matriculation  fee. 
Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  other 
accredited  medical  colleges,  will  be  required  to  pay  twenty-five  dollars 
and  the  matriculation  fee.  Graduates  of  this  institution  have  per- 
petual free  admisson.  Graduates  of  other  medical  schools  will  be 
admitted  after  paying  the  matriculation  fee.  Dissection,  ten  dollars, 
which  is  required  the  first  year  and  optional  during  other  years  of 
the  course ;  dissecting  material  is  free,  and  there  are  no  incidentals 
in  this  department.  The  graduation  fee  is  twenty-five  dollars,  which 
must  be  paid  to  the  registrar  before  the  candidate  can  be  admitted 
to  an  examination.

The  janitor  of  the 
Medical  College  has  a  list  of  boarding  houses  where  board  can  be 
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obtained  from  four  to  six  dollars  a  week,  and  also  of  rooms  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  college,  where,  by  adopting  the  English  plan  of  lodg- 
ings, the  student's  expenses  for  living  can  be  brought  within  even 
lower  rates  without  any  sacrifice  of  comfort.

ASTRONOMICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  was  reorganized  in  the  summer  of  1876.  The 
instruments  are  now  actively  employed  in  astronomical  observation. 
The  buildings  and  scientific  apparatus  belonging  to  the  observatory 
have  undergone  important  improvements,  and  there  is  every  proba- 
bility of  a  considerable  extension  of  scientific  operations  in  the  near 
future.

School,  the  Dudley  Observatory  at  Albany  and  Union  _  College  at 
Schenectady.  The  Medical  College  enters  this  year  on  the  last  de- 
cade of  a  half  century  of  active  work. 

Recent  changes  made  in  the  course  of  study  and  requirements  for 
graduation  which  look  to  a  higher  standard  for  medical  degrees,  have 
been  favorably  received  by  the  profession  ;  the  Faculty  are  gratified 
in  seeing  that  the  class  for  1878-79  is  so  much  larger  than  ever  before 
in  the  history  of  the  institution,  as  notably  to  indicate  the  favor  with 
which  the  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  College  look  upon  these  efforts 
for  higher  grade.  In  pursuance  of  the  same  policy,  it  has  been  de- 
termined that  WITH  THE  SESSION  OF  1880-81  AND  THEREAFTER,  A 
THREE  YEARS  GRADED  COUBSE  SHALL  BE  AN  ABSOLUTE  REQUISITE 
FOR  GRADUATION  IN  THIS  COLLEGE. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  Eagle  street  is  a  fine,  large  edi- 
fice well  appointed  in  its  lecture  rooms,  laboratories,  dissecting  room 
,  and  library. 

The  location  of  the  College  at  Albany  is  such  as  to  afford  advan- 
tages not  surpassed  in  any  other  city.  In  so  large  and  busy  a  place 
there  is  never  any  lack  of  material  for  the  illustration  of  clinical 
medicine  and  surgery,  and  the  material  for  practical  anatomy  fully 
meets  the  requirements  of  the  classes. 

The  Museum  is  especially  rich  in  its  anatomical  preparations.  It 
contains  the  valuable  morbid  specimens  accumulated  by  the  late  Drs. 
March,  Armsby  and  McNaughton,  and  is  unequalled  in  their  variety 
and  rarity  and  in  its  models.  The  library  of  the  College  contains 
nearly  5,000  volumes,  and  arrangements  are  being  made  for  its  con- 
stant increase. 

The  aim  of  the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  course  practical,  and  scien- 
tific. This  is  done  by  combining  with  didactic  lectures,  clinical  lec- 
tures, recitations  and  practical  work  in  the  laboratories  and  dissecting 
room ;  in  the  examination  and  diagnosis,  by  students,  of  cases  as- 
signed them,  and  by  reports  and  criticisms  of  the  same  by  the  class 
and  the  professors.  Clinical  Instruction  is  made  an  especial  feature 
of  the  course. 

The  Albany  Hospital,  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Eye  and  Ear  Relief  and 
the  County  Hospital,  together  with  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and  the 
Dispensaries  connected  with  each,  are,  by  the  regulations  of  their  gov- 
erning boards,  made  available  for  clinical  purposes  to  the  students. 

The  appointments  to  positions  in  the  Hospital  as  house  physician 
and  surgeon  and  apothecary  are  annually  made,  and  are  competed 
for  by  members  of  the  graduating  class. 

Members  of  any  other  department  of  the  Universit}r  have  the  right 
to  attend  medical  lectures  without  the  payment  of  additional  fees. 
Undergraduates  intending  to  study  medicine  are  advised  to  pay  at- 
tention more  especially  to  the  division  of  studies,  as  indicated  in  the 
regulations  concerning  Primary  and  Practical  branches  on  page  9.

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MEDICAL  REGULATIONS. 

Preliminary  Examination. 

Graduates  from  recognized  Colleges,  Scientific  Schools  or  Medical 
Institutions,  will  not  be  required  to  pass  the  preliminary  examination 
on  joining  the  school. 

All  other  students  entering  this  institution  will  be  required  to  pass 
a  preliminary  examination  in  English  which  will  be  conducted  both 
orally  and  in  writing. 

Coukse  op  Instruction.  Anatomy 

Is  taught  by  lectures,  recitation  and  demonstration,  dissection  being 
required  before  a  student  can  be  admitted  to  final  examination. 
Great  attention  is  paid  to  study  in  Practical  Anatomy,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  professor  and  demonstrator  of  this  department. 

Laboratories.    Practical  Chemistry. 

The  Working  Laboratory  for  Practical  Chemistry  is  open 
during  the  entire  year.  Students  are  received  singly  or  in  classes, 
for  instruction  in  Chemical  Analysis  and  Medical  Chemistry.  The 
instruction  given  is  in  harmony  with  the  lectures  on  chemistry  de- 
livered during  the  term,  and  is  so  conducted  as  to  secure  to  the  stu- 
dent a  practical  familiarity  with  the  apparatus,  materials,  processes 
and  reactions  which  are  the  subjects  of  his  professional  study,  and 
which  are  to  be  employed  in  his  subsequent  practice.  With  this 
practical  instruction  is  combined  a  study  of  the  principles  of  theo- 
retical chemistry,  chemical  notation,  nomenclature,  etc. 

The  Laboratory  is  well  lighted  and  conveniently  arranged.  Each 
student  has  a  desk  and  chemicals  for  his  own  use  and  is  supplied 
with  all  necessary  apparatus.  During  the  lecture  course  the  Labo- 
ratory classes  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  lectures 
and  other  college  exercises.  Students  are  urged  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privileges  thus  afforded,  and  if  possible,  during  their  first  course 
of  lectures. 

Pathological  Anatomy  and  Histology. 

The  study  of  minute  anatomy,  in  the  first  instance  by  microscopes, 
is  aided  by  illustrations  before  the  class  by  means  of  improved 
cameras  with  oxyhydrogen  lights.  A  photographic  gallery  is  con- 
nected with  the  hospital,  in  which  specimens  of  healthy  and  morbid 
minute  tissues  are  photographed  upon  glass  and  subsequently  used 
for  class  illustrations.  A  set  of  Dr.  Woodward's  celebrated  slides, 
made  at  the  United  States  Army  Medical  Museum,  Washington,  has 
been  added  to  the  large  collections  in  possession  of  the  college.  The 
Laboratory  courses  are  under  the  direction  of  the  professor  of  that 
department  and  are  adapted  so  that  practical  and  thorough  investi- 
gations can  be  made  without  interference  with  other  studies  during 
the  course. 

Classes  in  Embryology,  Histology  and  Pathology,  will  be  formed. 
Each  course  to  consist  of  twelve  lessons,  and  all  necessary  material, 
reagents  and  microscopes  furnished.

Fees  and  Expenses. 


All  fees  are  payable  at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  For  matricula- 
tion, five  dollars,  payable  each  year;  for  the  year's  lectures,  one 
hundred  dollars.  Perpetual  lecture  ticket,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.  Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at 
thid  college,  will  be  required  to  pay  only  the  matriculation  fee. 
Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  other 
accredited  medical  colleges,  will  be  required  to  pay  twenty-five  dollars 
and  the  matriculation  lee.  Graduates  of  this  institution  have  per- 
petual free  admission.  Graduates  of  other  medical  schools  will  be 
admitted  after  paying  the  matriculation  fee.  Dissection,  ten  dollars, 
which  is  required  the  first  year  and  optional  during  other  years  of 
the  course ;  dissecting  material  is  free,  and  there  are  no  incidentals 
in  this  department.  The  graduation  fee  is  twenty-fiye  dollars,  which 
must  be  paid  to  the  registrar  before  the  candidate  can  be  admitted 
|  to  an  examination.    Laboratory  courses  ten  dollars  each.

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  exhibit 
certificates  from  a  physician  or  surgeon,  duly  authorized  by  law  to 
practice  his  profession,  that  he  has  studied  medicine  and  surgery 
under  his  instruction  during  a  term  of  three  years. 

He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of 
which  must  have  been  at  this  institution.

He  must  deliver  to  the  Registrar,  six  weeks  before  the  end  of  the 
term,  a  Thesis,  written  by  himself  on  some  medical  subject,  and  be 
prepared  to  defend  it  at  his  examination. 

He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  several  branches 
of  medicine  and  surgery. 

Final  examinations  will  be  conducted  chiefly  in  writing,  by  a  series 
of  questions  on  the  different  branches  taught,  and  are  intended  to  be 
thorough,  but  just  to  the  student. 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  is  required,  and  certificates  of 
actual  attendance,  given  at  the  end  of  the  term.

Union  University  includes  the  Albany  Medical  College  and  Law 
School,  the  Dudley  Observatory  at  Albany  and  Union  College  at 
Schenectady. 

Recent  changes  made  in  the  course  of  study  and  requirements  for 
graduation  which  look  to  a  higher  standard  for  medical  degrees, 
have  been  favorably  received  by  the  profession  ;  the  Faculty  were 
gratified  in  seeing  that  the  class  for  1878-79  was  so  much  larger  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  as  notably. to  indicate 
the  favor  with  which  the  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  College  regard 
these  efforts  for  higher  grade ;  the  present  class  shows  that  the  in- 
creased attendance  is  permanent.  In  pursuance  of  the  same  policy,  it 
has  been  determined  that  with  the  session  of  1880-81  and  there- 
after, A  THREE  YEARS  GRADED  COURSE  SHALL  BE  AN  ABSOLUTE 
REQUISITE  FOR  GRADUATION  IN  THIS  COLLEGE. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  Eagle  street  is  a  fine,  large  edi- 
fice well  appointed  in  its  lecture  rooms,  laboratories,  dissecting  room 
and  library. 

The  location  of  the  College  at  Albany  is  such  as  cO  afford  advan- 
tages not  surpassed  in  any  other  city.  In  so  large  and  busy  a  place 
there  is  never  any  lack  of  material  for  the  illustration  of  clinical 
medicine  and  surgery,  and  the  material  for  practical  anatomy  fully 
meets  the  requirements  of  the  classes. 

The  Museum  is  especially  rich  in  its  anatomical  preparations.  It 
contains  the  valuable  morbid  specimens  accumulated  by  the  late 
Drs.  March,  Armsby  and  McNaughtou,  and  is  unequaled  in  their  va 
riety  aud  rarity  and  in  its  models.  The  library  of  the  College  con- 
tains nearly  5,000  volumes,  and  arrangements  are  being  made  for  its 
constant  increase. 

The  aim  of  the  Faculty  is  to  make  the  course  practical,  and  scien- 
tific. This  is  done  by  combining  with  didactic  lectures,  clinical  lec- 
tures, recitations  and  practical  work  in  the  laboratories  and  dissect- 
ing room ;  Clinical  Instruction  is  made  an  especial  feature  of  the 
course. 

The  Albany  Hospital,  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Eye  and  Ear  Relief  and 
the  County  Hospital,  together  with  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and 
the  Dispensaries  connected  with  each,  are,  by  the  regulations  of  their 
governing  boards,  made  available  for  clinical  purposes  to  the  stu- 
dents. 

The  appointments  to  positions  in  the  Hospital  as  Resident  physi- 
cian and  surgeon,  Assistant  Resident  and  Apothecary,  are  annually 
made,  and  are  competed  for  by  members  of  the  graduating  class. 

Members  of  any  other  department  of  the  University  have  the  right 
to  attend  medical  lectures  without  the  payment  of  additional  fees. 
Undergraduates  intending  to  study  medicine  are  advised  to  pay  at- 
tention more  especially  to  the  division  of  studies,  as  indicated  in  the 
regulations  concerning  Primary  and  Practical  branches  on  page  5,

MEDICAL  REGULATIONS. 

Preliminary  Examination. 

Graduates  from  recognized  Colleges,  Scientific  Schools  or  Medical 
Institutions,  will  not  be  required  to  pass  the  preliminary  examination 
on  joining  the  school. 

All  others  will  be  required  to  pass  an  examination,  by  a  page 
written  at  the  time  of  which  the  orthography,  grammatical  construc- 
tion, and  penmanship  will  be  considered,  and  in  arithmetic,  gram- 
mar, geography,  and  elementary  physics.  The  ordinary  school 
text  books  may  be  used  in  preparing  for  the  examination  and  in 
physics  Peck's  Ganot,  or  its  equivalent  is  recommended. 

Monthly  Written  Examinations  of  the  candidates  will  be  held 
at  regular  intervals  during  the  term.  A  printed  schedule  of  the  times 
for  these  examinations  is  furnished  the  class. 

Examination  in  Primary  Studies.  Students  who  have  attended 
two  full  courses  of  lectures  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica 
and  Chemistry  may  be  examined  on  those  subjects,  and,  if  giving 
satisfactory  evidence  of  proficiency  in  them,  will  be  examined  on  the 
other  branches  at  the  end  of  their  third  course. 

Course  of  Instruction.  Anatomy  is  taught  by  lectures,  recitation 
and  demonstration,  dissection  being  required  before  a  student  can 
be  admitted  to  final  examination.  •  Great  attention  is  paid  to  study 
in  Practical  Anatomy,  under  the  direction  of  the  professor  and  de- 
monstrator ot  this  department. 
Laboratories.    Practical  Chemistry. 

The  Working  Laboratory  for  Practical  Chemistry  is  open 
during  the  entire  year.  Students  are  received  singly  or  in  classes, 
for  instruction  in  Chemical  Analysis  and  Medical  Chemistry.  The 
instruction  given  is  in  harmony  with  the  lectures  on  chemistry  de 
livered  during  the  term,  and  is  so  conducted  as  to  secure  to  the  stu- 
dent a  practical  familiarity  with  the  apparatus,  materials,  processes 
and  reactions  which  are  the  subjects  of  his  professional  study,  and 
which  are  to  be  employed  in  his  subsequent  practice.  With  this 
practical  instruction  is  combined  a  study  of  the  principles  of  theo- 
retical chemistry,  chemical  notation,  nomenclature,  etc. 
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The  Laboratory  is  well  lighted  and  conveniently  arranged.  Each 
student  has  a  desk  and  chemicals  for  his  own  use  and  is  supplied 
with  all  necessary  apparatus.  During  the  lecture  course  the  Labo- 
ratory classes  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  lectures 
and  other  college  exercises.  Students  are  urged  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privileges  thus  afforded,  and  if  possible,  during  their  first  course 
of  lectures. 

Pathological  Anatomy  and  Histology. 

The  study  of  minute  anatomy,  in  the  tirst  instance  by  microscopes, 
is  aided  by  illustrations  before  the  class  by  means  of  improved 
cameras  with  oxyhydrogen  lights.  A  photographic  gallery  is  con- 
nected with  the  hospital,  in  which  specimens  of  healthy  and  morbid 
minute  issues  are  photographed  upon  glass  and  subsequently  used 
for  class  illustrations.  A  set  of  Dr.  Woodward's  celebrated  slides, 
made  at  the  United  States  Army  Medical  Museum,  Washington,  has 
been  added  to  the  large  collections  in  possession  of  the  college.  The 
Laboratory  courses  are  under  the  direction  of  the  professor  of  that 
department  and  are  adapted  so  that  practical  and  thorough  investi- 
gations can  be  made  without  interference  with  other  studies  during 
the  course. 

Classes  in  Embryology,  Histology  and  Pathology,  will  be  formed. 
Each  course  to  consist  of  twelve  lessons,  and  all  necessary  material, 
reagents  and  microscopes  furnished. 
Fees  and  Expenses. 

All  fees  are  payable  in  advance.  For  matriculation,  five  dollars 
payable  each  year;  for  the  year's  lectures,  one  hundred  dollars. 
Perpetual  lecture  ticket,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Students 
who  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  this  college,  will 
be  required  to  pay  only  the  matriculation  fee.  Students  who  have 
attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  at  other  accredited  medical 
colleges,  will  be  required  to  pay  twenty-five  dollars  and  the  matri- 
culation fee.  Graduates  of  this  institution  have  perpetual  free  ad- 
mission. Graduates  of  other  medical  schools  will  be  admitted  after 
paying  the  matriculation  fee.  Dissection,  ten  dollars,  which  is  re- 
quired the  first  year  and  optional  during  other  years  of  the  course  ; 
dissecting  material  is  free,  and  there  are  no  incidentals  in  this  depart- 
ment. The  graduation  fee  is  twenty-five  dollars,  which  must  be  paid 
to  the  registrar  before  the  candidate  can  be  admitted  to  an  examina- 
tion.   Laboratory  courses  ten  dollars  each.    Spring  lecture  course

The  other  expenses  of  the  student  may  be  reduced  in  accordance 
with  his  means,  and  living  expenses  may  be  made  more  economical 
in  Albany  than  in  most  other  large  cities.  The  janitor  of  the  Medi- 
cal College  has  a  list  of  boarding  houses  where  board  can  be  obtained 
from  four  to  six  dollars  a  week,  and  also  of  rooms  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  college,  where,  by  adopting  the  English  plan  of  lodgings,  the 
student's  expense  for  living  can  be  brought  within  even  lower  rates 
without  any  sacrifice  of  comfort.  This  plan  has  been  adopted  by 
many  students  and  several  mess  clubs  are  organized  annually.

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Requirements  for  Graduation. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty  one  years  of  age,  and  exhibit 
certificates  from  a  physician  or  surgeon,  duly  authorized  by  law  to 
practice  his  profession,  that  he  has  studied  medicine  and  surge^ 
under  his  instruction  during  a  term  of  three  years. 

He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of 
which  must  have  been  at  this  institution. 

He  must  be  of  good  moral  character. 

He  must  deliver  to  the  registrar,  six  weeks  before  the  end  of  the 
term,  a  thesis  written  by  himself  on  some  medical  subject,  and  be 
prepared  to  defend  it  at  his  examination. 

He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  several  branches 
of  medicine  and  surgery. 

Final  examinations  will  be  conducted  chiefly  in  writing,  by  a  series 
of  questions  on  the  different  branches  taught,  and  are  interided  to  be 
thorough,  but  just  to  the  student. 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  is  required,  and  certificates  of 
actual  attendance,  given  at  the  end  of  the  term.
